IN CANADA TO STUDY 
EDUCATIONAL SYSTEMS 

Chief, Uic Honourable J. Oba Odebiyi, the Minbtcr of f.^;.,^ 
Education for Western Nigeria passed through Montreal overV;:- -'f^ 
over (he wookcnd as part of liis nionlli-long tour of the U.S; 
and Canada. The purpose of his tour is threefold: to study 
American 'and Canadian systems of 



education; to explore the possibili- 
ties of recruitment of staff for 
secondary schools and to hold fur- 
ther discussions on the question of 
financial ond technical aid. 

The young 33 year old minister 
is a graduate of London University, 
a former high-school headmaster, 
and a member of the Action group 
which has been in power since 
1052. lie assumed his present port- 
folio, his first, in April of this year. 
Under tlio present set-up, h«»^ is 
responsible for all education from 
secondary level downwards. Higher 
education is organized by the fed- 
eral government — there are two 
colleges in Nigeria. 

In teeming Nigeria, whose popu- 
lation is more than twice that, of 
Canada, there is a great need for 
wider education facilities.'. 

_ Tl>e Western region — only a- 
cliieved free primary education in 
1955 — the other two regions have 
not tyet reached this stage. Tliere, 
some 900.000 children attend the 
prim.nry schools and for these, only

George E. G'. Catlin to tlie position 
of Bronifman Professor of Polit- 
ical Science. A renowned political 
theorist, philosopher and writer, 
arrived in Montreal recently 
from Washington where he address- 
ed the . American Political Science 
Association. : - • . - 

A triple Prizeman at Oxford, Dr. 
Catlin received his PHJD. from Cor- 
nell University where he was Pro- 
fessor of Politics for 12 years. His 
last acaden)ic. post was. a? Provpst 
of .-Mar ■ Ivanids 'College, in ^South 
Indian 

Prof. Catlin has long been -inter- 



ested in Indian affairs and was 
deeply involved in the fight for 
Indian indep«ndence. While in that 
country ' he met Mahatma Ghondi 
on several àccasions and became a 
personal friend of the current Prime 
Minister, Mr. Neliru. 

A' pfdfilic author 'as well as a 
much requested lecturer, Dr. Catlin 
has. long been associated with both 
the spoken; ond the' written word. 
He has addressed gatherings in such 
places, as Peking, Calcutta, Copen- 
hiigiuiî'ànS tâe University of Heidel- 
berg, where he delivered the Geothe

The tension will die down 
if the people'of the south are left to work out their problems 
and not the help of others. With army rule in effect the 
Southern people are resenting this big fact. Each southern 
bears bigger hate for the color if they are force to li^^ivîth 
it. The last of my ideas are, the southern people shoiild-be 
allowed to run their own lives, they should be allowed to eat 
and live differently from the rest of the States because the 
soutb is the one who is hit the hardest. A little consideration 
for the Southernore and their problems would relievè the 
tension in the United States not only in the South..
